DEATH CLOSES 
STRANGE CAREER 
OF FRANCIS OGDEN 


Chicago's Eccentric Self- 
Made Millionaire Dies as 
Recluse In Texas. 


HAD GRAVE AWAITING HIM 


Nephew of One-Time Mayor Leaves 
No Will and Fight for Estate 
Is Expected. 


BAG OF REALTY DEEDS MISSING 


On a grassy woodland slope near Madison, 
Wis., stands @ curious monument—e tall, 
shimmering shaft of white bronze, reared in 
cold contrast with the moss grown marble 
and granite gravestones around it. Water 
will not mark it. Lichens will not grow 
upon it. 

That hard metallic shaft has been on sen- 
try watch overa waiting grave plot for years, 
a landmark and testimonial to the forehand- 
edness of a strange man. 

In a few days the grave will be filled. 

Last night word came from Houston, Tex., 
telling of the death there of Francis A. Og- 
den, Chicago’s most eccentric man, a lone, 
self-made millionaire and recluse. 

Mr. Ogden was found dead in a dingy hall 
room in a second class Houston hotel. He 
died as he had lived—alone, neither seeking 
nor offering companionship or sympathy. 

He leaves a fortune estimate in several 
uncounted millions and life history filled with 
mysteries created by his strange silences. 
He was about 84 years old. 

The dead man is known to have beld Chi- 
cago real estate of immense value, rich 
lands in Wisconsin, Kansas, Georgia, Wash- 
ington, and several other states. 


Claimants Start Fight. 

Last night a pilgrimege of relatives and 
claimants to share in his estate started to 
Houston, where a coroner is turning over 
dusty papers and time stained deeds trying 
to reach a reckoning of the old man’s affairs. 

For many years Ogden lived on a Set- 
prescribed schedule of abstemiousness. He 
allowed himself 9 cents for breakfast, 20 
cents for luncheon, and 15 cents for dinner. 
His clothes cost him $6 a suit. He shaved 
himself and always took care of his own quar- 
ters. He kept informed on the world’s af- 
fairs by reading discarded newspapers picked 
from the streets, 


Valise of Deeds Missing. 

It is doubtful if the old man's wealth will 
ever be known. His collection of deeds, a 
valise full for each state in which he was 
interested, has not been found. 

Investigators milling over the maze of 
scribbled memoranda and newspaper clip- 
pings preserved by Ogden find stories of 
fights with tax sharps’ here and there, 
battles in courts over tities, claims, and 
notes of securities without end. The data 
already gathered may occupy the courts 
for years should controvery between heirs 
arise and property rights be brought into 
question. 

Ogden either enjoyed or hated publicity 
enough to preserve clippings of all that was 
published of his strange career and financial 
affairs. ; 


He Leaves No Will. 

Administrator N. B. Knight at Houston has 
been unable to find any will. Notations left 
by Ogden indicated he fied from Madison, 
Wis., which was for several years his home, 
“to escape Wisconsin grafters and black - 
mallers.“ 

These notes apparently refer to a prose- 
cution of Mr, Ogder for leasing a piece of 
property to a man who used it for immoral 
purposes. Mr. Ogden fought the case in the 
courts for years. He offered Madison a 
library site ag an evidence of good will and 
it was refused. Then he leſt for Texas. 

Mr. Ogden was a nephew of William B. 
Ogden, the first mayor of Chicago, and the 
man whose name is commemorated by Ogden 
avenue. 

Mr. Ogden was born at Painted Post, N. 
T., some time about 1830. He was a student 
of the University of Wisconsin, with the 
class of 1850 and entered a business career 
in Chicago son after. 

The Chicago fire of 1871 gave him oppor- 
tunity. He hurriedly took leaseholds on all 
the buildings he was able to cover imme- 
diately after the fire and re-leased at heavy 
With the rapidly accumulating 
profits he bought real estate with shrewd 
choice of prbperties. 


But He Never Had Enough. 

Young Ogden intended to wed and settle 
down to a family life when his competence 
should be enough.“ Enough never came 
while the millions were piling up. 

My brothers and sisters invested in fam- 
ilies and children; I invested in farma and 
real estate, was the old man’s favorite 
boast. 

Now eight | children of his dead brother. 
scattered over the United States, are to 
claim shares in his fortune. 

According to messages from Houston a sis- 
ter living in Madison and other relatives had 
wired they were on their way to Houston, 


Had Queer Quarters. 

Mr. Ogden maintained quarters in a hotel 
which he owned in Madison. In his den.“ 
as he styled it, was a remarkable collection 
of curious and worthless trinkets. 

Conspicuous among the decorations was 
a large picture of a strikingly beautiful girl. 
Mr. Ogden always insisted he did not know 
who she was, but he treasured the picture, 
spending in adoration of it. 

Ogden did not spend money for decora- 


tions. His were covered with adver- 
tising ch and calendar pictures and 
illustrated spaper pages.

Western Bond and Mortgage 
Company Suddenly Quits 
Harris Trust Build- 
ing Address. 


OWNERS “IN MONTANA.” 


Stenographer Tells Woman to 
„Come Back in Ten Days and 
Perhaps I Can Get the 
Money for Lou.“ 


The Western Bond and Mortgage company 
has melted. This is the sixth private bank 
to go in the last two weeks. It was an in- 
stitution with offices in a marble lobbied 
loop skyscraper. It sent its agents out 
among people ignorant of the close distinc- 
tions between the meaning of the words 
United States, postal, national, and state as 
applied to banks. 


Imposing Savings Boxes. 

The Western Bond had a big list of officers 
and of impgsing little black papier anache 
savings boxes, into which its solicitors ir- 
structed the working people to drop their 
savings and then bring downtown for de- 
posit in the industrial department. 

Depositors who sought the company out 
in the Harris Trust building at 115 Monroe 
street yesterday were referred to 1218 First 
National Bank building. 

From the First National Bank building 
number the depositors were instructed to go 
to room 1312 in the same building. Mrs. 
Fred Zieman of 3212 Parnell avenue, a de- 
positor, went there in the afternoon, 


“Come Back in Ten Days.“ 

A man at a desk nervously looked through 
a pack of cards and said: 

“I don't find your name here. You see, 
I've only been with the company since Fri- 
day. My name is Edward C. Lindsey and 
I'm a court stenographer. All the rest of 
the officials are out of town—most of them 
in Billings, Mont., where they have a big 
orchard. They promised to send me money 
to settle with depositors, but I haven't re- 
ceived it yet. Come back in ten days and 
perhaps I can get the money for you.“ 

It was learned the savings bank” was 
an adjunct of the Western Bond and Mort- 
gage company and occupied quarters with it.

Total “Not More than $600.” 

Mr. Lindsey explained to inquirers that he 
had been engaged to look after the depos- 
itora, take their names, and assure them 
they would be paid. He said the total amount 
the bank owed depositors was not more than 
$500 or $600. He said he would begin mak- 
ing payments to depositors today. Depos- 
itors who have asked for and been promised 
their money are owed $5, $8.25, $3.71, and 
similar small amounts, he said. 

Willlam A. Munson of 300 North Harvey 
avenue, Oak Park, a bondholder in the West- 
ern Bond and Mortgage company, says the 
depositors will be paid. 

„It is not a bank,“ Mr. Munson contended. 
“Tt is a company with a 1,200 acre ranch 
near Billings, Mont. And the people who 
have gone into it will undoubtedly be paid. 


REFUSES TO PUT PREMIUM 
ON NOISE OF AUTO HORNS. 


New York Judge Holds Blaring Device 
Can’t Be Patented Just Because It 
Is Ear-Splitting. 

New York, June 9.—[Special.]—The next 
time an automobile horn startles you so that 
your midriff entangles itself with your pal- 
ate, take comfort in the fact that Judge Coxe 
of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
thinks about it just the way you do. 

He said so today, when he handed down an 
opinion holding that there had been no in- 
fringement by the Automobile Supply Man- 
ufacturing company of the Hutchinson pat- 
ent under which the Lovell-McConnell Man- 
ufacturing company makes the Klaxon horn. 
In the opinion it is declared: 

“The peculiar merit of the Klaxon horn 
seems to be that it is capable of making more 
strident, insistent, and insolent noise than 
any that ever preceded it. The court holds 
that a noise is not patentable.”

STORM COSTS LIVES OF 125; 
CANADIAN FISHERMEN VICTIMS. 


Trapped Far from Shore, Craft Over- 
turn, Carrying Fathers and Sons to 
Their Death. 


St. John, N. B., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Meager and disconnected stories coming in 
here regarding the gale which swept the 
Bay of Chaleur, between the north coast of 
New Brunswick and the Gaspe coast of 
Quebec, on Thursday and Friday of last 
week tell of a terrible tragedy. It ie vari- 
ously estimated that between 100 and 125 
lives went out during the two days. ‘ 

The victims were fishermen and a par- 
ticularly sad feature of the tragedy is that 
m most cases more then one member of a 
amily was taken. The Bay of Chaleur 
fishermen ply their craft in families.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE 
ISSUE DOMINATES 
WOMEN’S BIENNIAL 


First. Skirmish of Opposing 
Factlons Expected In 
Committee Today. 


PRESIDENCY IN DANGER? 


Mrs. Pennybacker’s Failure to Take 
Stand on Vote Question 
Rouses Hostility. 


LARGE DELEGATIONS ‘GET LOCATED’ 


— 
The twelfth biennial convention of the 
General Federation of Women’s clubs opened 
last night. It is estimated that 10,000 women 


are in attendance, representing all sections | 


of the United States. 

The undercurrent of deep feeling on at least 
one subject—suffrage—which pervades the 
spirit of every delegate was kept subdued by 
a concert at the Auditorium theater by the 
National Symphony orchestra. 

Except for the program of the convention, 
it could not have been told that the concert 
was the opening gun. There was no formal- 
ity to the opening. The biennial and federa- 
tion officials did not take places on the piat- 
form. 


Miss Jane Addams Speaks Today. 

The formal opening of the convention will 
take place tonight at the Auditorium, when 
Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, president of the 
federation, and Mrs. George Bass, chairman 
of the local biennial board, will preside. The 
biennial will be turned over to the federa- 
tion officials by Mrs. Bass. Mise Jane Ad- 
dams will make the address. 

Some of the deepest feeling is expected to 
arise to the surface this morning. There 
will be a council of delegates and officers 
for the purpose of outlining the general poli- 
cies of the biennial. may de- 
cide if u hearing shall be suffrage 
question or if the question shall be ignored 
altogether us outside the sphere of the bi- 
ennial. 


Statements from Leaders. 
Statements of the suffrage question were 
obtained at night from leaders of various 
factions. 

MRS. GRACE WILBUR TROUT [prese- 
ident Illinois Equal Suffrage asso- 
ciation ]— 

I have found that suffrage is on every 
tongue. I have talked to as many dele- 
gates as I could without at first letting 
them know whol was. Suffrage is in the 
thoughts of them all. 

To have a body representing 1,600,000 
women indorse the great principle of suf- 
frage would help struggling women 
throughout the country in their work for 
social, political, and industrial equality. 

It would also help the general federa- 
tion. In years gone by it was necessary 
for the federation to proceed slowly and 
not to go ahead of the timid members of 
the organization. e federation is no 
longer in its swaddling clothes. It has 
reached its majority. It has been twenty- 
two years since its first convention was 
held in Chicago. It is old enough to vote. 


MRS. Z I. FITZPATRICK, Thomas- 
ville [president Georgia federae- 
tion ] — 


Personally, I am againet woman's suf- 
frage. The women’s clubs of Georgia 
have had no difficulty in getting meas- 
ures which they favored through the 
legislature without the power of the bal- 
lot back of them. We are the power be- 
hind the throne now, and we find that 
we get practically everything we want 
without the power of the franchise, 1 
often wonder whether we would be able 
to get our legislature to look so favorably 
on our bills if we tried to force them 
through by political means. I fear not. 
I am entirely opposed to bringing wom- 
an's suffrage into this federation. When 
you say the ballot it means politics, and 
politics always means wrangling and 
dissension. I want harmony to continue, 


MRS. ANDREW P. COON [recording 
secretary Local Biennial board]— 
Personally I am for woman's suffrage, 

but I do not think it would be wise for 
this convention to indorse a suffrage res- 
olution. It would be unfair for delegates 
to settle such a graye question. Our 
delegates are given power to act for their 
clubs. It ig a matter for each state te 
decide. The suffragists themselves are 
deciding this question by states. 

MRS. PERCY V. PENNYBACKER 
[president General federation)— 
Suffrage remains an open question. 

Personally I approve of it, because I think 
the highest type of woman must be inter- 
ested in politics and in all the vital ques- 
tions of the day in order to fulfill her 
mission as a wife and mother.

ENGLISH WOMEN’S VIEWS. 


“The American clubwoman is a wonderful 


product,“ said Mrs. Hugh Reid Griffin, the 
delegate from the Society of American | 


Women in London to the biennial convention 
of the federation of women's clubs in Chi- 
cago. She has a long vision. No clock was 
ever made with a pendulum that would 
swing only half way. Women are mak- 
ing time rapidly now. We have been 
‘used to sitting on the bank and watching 
the procession go by. I do not know that 
many of us even watched it. However, the 
‘American woman has fallen into line with 
the procession and it will not be long before 
she is in the front ranks.” 

Mrs. Griffin wiped the perspiration from 
her face, which has taken on the fresh pink 
and white tones of a young girl’s complexion 
during her twenty years’ residence in Eng- 
land. 

“The energy of the women who have 
planned the biennial amazes me,” she said. 
declare your Chicago weather makes 
me feel like a soft boiled onion with lots 
of drawn butter over it. 

Wonders at Federation. 

1 shall not attempt to study the biennial 
in detail. It would keep one more busy 
than a three ring circus, if one tried to 
get the whole thing. There are two things 
I shall try to accomplish. First, I shall at- 
tempt to strengthen the tie between the 
American clubwoman in America and her 
sisters in London and on the continent.- Then 
I shall try to get some insight into the amaz- 
ing organization the federation has accom- 
plished. We have nothing like it in Eng- 
land. Every club is out for itself. The 
invidual club there forms a unit. 

“The American club and the type of 
American clubwoman cannot be found in 
any other country. Our clubs are not or- 
ganized along such broad lines—we are more 
intellectually -social. The English club- 
woman uses her club much as the men use 
theirs. They stop at the club overnight 
when they come to town; they entertain 
their friends there at luncheon or they dress 
there for dinner and the theater. In many 
of these organizations there is no phil- 
anthropic or civic work carried on.” 

In Sympathy with Suffrage. 
„Are you a suffragist?’’ Mrs. Griffin was 

asked. 

“JT am in sympathy with the woman suf- 
frage movement, Mrs. Griffin replied evas- 
ively. “‘ However, I am not actively inter- 
ested in any one of the suffrage organiza- 
tions.”’ 

“Do you approve of the 
tants?’ 

Mrs: Griffin hesitated. 

“3 cannot say that I approve of them. 
Yet it is a hard thing to say. I know Mrs. 
Pankhurst well and am fond of her, indeed. 
She is one of the most charming and gracious 
women I have ever known. Yet I think the 
methods of her Organization have set the 
woman suffrage movement back many years 
in England. I do not think they will ever be 
able to bring the movement to a successful 
issue while they continue to follow such 
methods.“ 

Favors English Husband. 

“What do you think of the American hus- 
band? Mrs. Griffin was asked after she had 
displayed three photographs of her husband 
in uniform to a group of admiring club- 
women. 

“I truly think the American husband 
could learn a good lesson from the English 
husband. I think he should tell his wife as 
the Englishman does just what the family 
income is, and what amount she is to have 
to cover the household expenses. The Eng- 
lishman provides his wife with a certain 
amount to pay the grocer, the baker, the gas 
bills, the servants, and perhaps the landlord. 
She knows just how much money her hus- 
band can afford to give her to run the house- 
hold and she usually keeps within that 
amount. I think the system that prevails 
in 80 many American homes where the wife 
has to ask for $5 to pay the maid and $8 to 
pay the grocery is deplorable. It puts the 
woman in an embarrassing position. She 
is entitled to a sufficient amount to run the 
household. She should not be obliged to 
ask for it picemeal. But do not think I 
am criticising the American man as ungen- 
erous,” she added, tor I am not. He is 
generally most generous with his family— 
but sometimes a little thoughtless.”’

Knits 2,000 Sox to Help Club. = 


Perhaps the proudest women in the throng 
of delegates at the general federation head- 
quarters were those who came as repre- 
sentatives of the Kansas City Atheneum. 
Each was forced to repeat a dozen times the 
story how the Athenzum in six years had 
scraped together enough money to build its 
new $50,000 clubhouse. 

The Atheneum had about 700 members 
when the subject of the new clubhouse was 
first broached. There was something like 
$100 available inthe treasury—hardly enough 
to provide the sort of quarters the women 
wanted. Mrs. Henry N. Ess, past president, 
had an idea. 

Let each member make $5 by ber own 
efforts and turn it into a general building 
fund,” she suggested. 7. 

While ultra~<onservatives were arguing 
that even $5 each from 700 members would 
not buy much of a clubhouse, Mrs. Des got 
herself a set of knitting needles and some 
yarn and began to turn out baby socks at 
the rate of a dozem a day. Before she had 
earned her $5 she had become so enamored of 
her task that she has spent most of her 
spare moments since in the manufacture of 
baby socks, and the original needles are now 
knitting their one thousand and thirty-fourth 
pair. : 

Invest Money in Realty. 

When something like $1,000 in earnings of 
club members had been turned into the 
building fund Mrs. Ees announced there was 
more to her scheme than she had admitted. 

We'll just invest the money in real es- 
tate and keep turning it over,.“ Mrs. Ess said. 

A lot bought with the $1,000 was sold 
three months later for $2,000. Another piece 
of property was bought and what money re- 
mained in the building fund was put out at 
a stiff rate of interest. So the fund grew. 
Two years ago the women had $10,000. 
Gamely they invested every penny of it in 
a lot. Six months later the lot had been dis- 
posed of and a profit of $2,000. swelled the 
fund. 

A few weeks ago the new clubhouse waa 
opened and the last payment was made on it. 

Counting in the dozen delegates from the 
Atheneum the Missouri federation has about 


„300 representatives in the convention. A

Husband Apiece in Utah. 


Mrs. A. J. Gorttam, president of the Utah 

federation, arrived in the morning with an 
advance guard of delegates from her state. 
The women of Utah set to work immediately 
‘to remove from the minds of their sisters 
any possible impression that it was cus- 
tomary back home for several women to 
call the same man husband. 

“We have a husband apiece and we're far 
from being downtrodden in other ways,” 
the women explained. ‘‘ Polygamy is al- 
most a dead issue. Even the Mormon church 
frowns upon it; and it occurs only in iso- 
lated instances. 

“As a matter of fact the women have 
had the vote ever since 1898, when Utah was 
made a state. Our husbands and babies 
are well taken care of, too. We have proved 
that women may vote and at the same time 
give the,same care to their homes and fam- 
ilies as the nonvoting woman.” 


Get Laws on Coast. 


Most of the seventy-five delegates from 
the California federation, who arrived early 
in the morning on a special train, spent the 
afternoon on a gallery of the Auditorium 
‘hotel, gazing out over the lake and discuss 
ing Chicago weather and scenery. 

** Distressingly warm, compared to our own 
golden climate, but a pretty view, was their 
comment. 

There are no anti-suffragists in our dele- 
gation,” said Mrs. Lilllan Pray Palmer of 
San Diego, president of the Oalifornia fed- 
eratlon. We didn't leave any back home, 

‘either. When suffrage was granted to the 
women of our state the antis disappeared.” 

The great progressive reforms—the minl- 
mum wage, workingmen’s compeneation and 
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others—have had the California women sol- 
idly behind them. The most strenuous suf- 
fragists in the federation are now planning 
to put forward a woman candidate for lieu- 
tenant-governor. 


Fight for Legislation. 


One of the largest delegations is that of 
the Indiana federation, of which Miss Vida 
Newson is president. 

The women from Indiana, with few ex- 
ceptions, are strong for suffrage. The fed- 
eration’s chief activities are along civic and 
ecucational lines. Recently it has been sup- 
porting’ a series of legislative measures 
framed in the interest of women and chil- 
dren. 

The Hoosier clubwomen have a particu- 
larly strong legislative committee, headed 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Claypoole Earl of Con- 
nersville, the only woman ever appointed 
to the state library board, of which she has 
been a member for many years. 


Mrs. H. B. Fall of Houston, president of 
the Texas federation, has brought with her 
from the troubled Mexican border a large 
and enthusiastic delegation. A good part of 
the enthusiasm centers in the fact that Mrs. 
Percy v. Pennybacker, president of the gen- 
eral federation, is a Texan. 

The Texas women are known as the cham- 
pion money raisers among clubwomen. With 
an enroliment of 10,000 members they have 
not only paid their apportionment of $10,000 
toward the endowment fund of the general 
federation, but they are raising a similar 
amount for their own state’s work. 
sides all that they have been keeping thirty 
girls in college.

YEAR’S NEW HIGH MARK. 


Mercury Goes Up to 95 Degrees 


at 8:80 O’Clock in the 
Afternoon. 


The heat wave yesterday cost Chicago 
geven lives, including a suicide by shooting 
gue to prostration. Twenty-nine persona 


were prostrated. 

The temperature reached the high mark 
for the year with 95 degres at 3:30 o'clock. 
The day's lowest temperature was 77 de- 


grees at 6 . m. 

According to the records it was the hot- 
test June 9 since 1872, when the highest tem- 

ture was 98 degrees. 

The police checked their reports at night 
and declared the heat wave had established 
a new record for prostrations and deaths 
for June 9. 

The weather forecast for today gave little 
pope of real relief for the ensuing twenty- 
tour hours. 

List of the Dead. 

The deaths credited directly and indirectly 
to the heat are: 

John Sipulicpl of 725 West Seven- 
teenth street. Overcome while at work. 
Died in ambulance. 

Moreto Arturo of 722 De Koven street} 
died at St. Elizabeth's hospital as result of 
a heat prostration the day before. 

John Malm of 1036 Wellington avenue; 
dropped dead while at work at 1932 Otto 
street. 

Michael Puska of 4751 South Honoré 
street, despondent and sweltering, shot him- 
gelf to death. 

Michael Saldis, 833 West Thirty-third 
street; prostrated at East Seventy-seventh 
street and Maryland avenue; died at the 
Washington Park hospital. 

William Jones, 426 West Fifty-sixth 
street; found dead from heart diseage super- 
induced by the heat. 

Charies Lund, 2638 Hirsch street; over- 
come while at work in Oak Park; died in Oak 
Park hospital. 


One Attempt at Suicide. 

The simmering heat brought a series of 
accidents and one attempt at suicide. 

Policeman Charles Brown of the South park 
police was fanning himself with his cap at 
the foot of East Sixty-fourth street when 
he saw a man plunge into the lake. Brown 
snatched off his coat and shoes and swam 
after the man. He tried to elude the police- 
man, but Brown dragged him to shore, limp 
and dejected. i

In Springfield, 
III., the mercury soared to 100—the hottest 
point in the country. Other points through- 
out the middle west sweltered under similar 
conditions, Memphis having an official tem- 
perature of 96, Nashville 98, and Louisville 
06. 

The weather bureau in Washington pre- 
dicted warm weather in the middle weat, 
with rising temperatures along the coast 
today. 

At Detroit, Mich., four deaths, a girl driv- 
én insane and dying, and twenty reported 
prostrations was the toll of the heat wave of 
the last three days. 

The medical department of the Ford Auto- 
mobile factory announced yesterday after- 
hoon that over fifty employés had been pros- 
trated by the heat. 

At Pittsburgh, three deaths from the heat 
Were reported when the thermometer regis- 
tered 92, the record for forty years. 

Forty-one cities had temperatures above 90 
yesterday, according to government weather 
reports.

Lewis Assails Smith's Action. 


Senator Smith was no sooner in his seat 
than Senator Lewis of Illinois, Democrat, 
attacked him for divulging the alleged con- 
fidences of the White House. 

“The whole theory of the repeal of tolls, 
as I understand it,” said Col. Lewis, “ was 
in order that the canal might be maintained 
by the charges upon all those using that 
waterway.

Mayor Tells Council of New 
Scheme to Stop “Crim- 
inal Waste.” ,

NO RAISE IN RATES. 


Minimum Fine for Carrying Con- 
cealed Weapons Placed at 
8100 by Ordinance. 


Mayor Harrison last night took a definite 
position on what has been considered a 
“touchy "’ Subject. In a communication to 
the council he advocated the principle of 
selling all water by meter instead of by front- 
age rates. 

His open declaration of policy on this ques- 
tion was a surprise. Rumors of plans to 
transfer the entire water system, by gradual 
steps, to the metered basis have been cur- 
rent for some time. One of them arose from 
a request for an appropriation to cover the 
expense of meter manufacture in the city’s 
own shops. 

A number of women's organizations op- 
posed the meter manufacture appropriation 
and it was sent back to the finance com- 
mittee. There they argued against it. They 
withdrew only after Commissioner McGann 
assured them the appropriation hid no plan 
for general measured service, that the meters 
would be installed only under the present 
rule of putting them into places where the 
value of water used in a year exceeded $100. 

The chief argument of the women was that 
meters would lead to skimping on water 
to the detriment of the public health and wel- 
fare. 


Calls Water Waste a Crime. 


The waste of city water is 80 it as to 
be practically a municipal crime, nayor 
Said. It is the duty of city au des to 


adopt immediate means to reduce wie waste 
and by this reduction to better the sérvice 
given by the average citizen. 

It is generally conceded with the exten- 
sion of the metered service the water waste 
would rapidly lessen. The present system of 
charging frontage rates places a premium 
on water waste. 

“Objection has been raised to a more gen- 
eral installation of meters on the grounds 
that the greatest benefit would inure to the 
meter manufacturers, that an increased tax 
would be placed upon citizens for the bene- 
fit of these manufacturers. To overcome 
this objection it has been arranged that the 
city manufacture its meters in its own shops 
ard supply the same free of charge to the 
weter users. 


No Increase in Rates. 

“The commissioner of public works sug- 
gests the measured charge should not be 
higher than the frontage rate previously 
charged. In other words, all of the advan- 
tages of meter installation would be on the 
side of the water user.“ 

In another communication the mayor stat- 
ed there is now a balance in the water fund of 
$3,310,000. As a method for reducing rates 
he suggested the discount for prompt pay- 
ment be increased from 15 to 25 per cent.

Bathing Beach Subject Up. 

The subject of bathing beaches was raised 
by three aldermen. Ald. Geiger had sent to 
the finance committee a request for an ap- 
propria tion of $6,000 for the equipment of 
the Ohio street beach.

GARBAGE MEN ASK MILLIONS. 

The city waste commission made its final 
report to the city council last night through 
its chairman, Ald. Nance. It recommended 
the reduction of garbage, the burning of pa- 
per, rags, and other combustible materials, 
and the dumping of ashes in low grounds and 
streets. 

The plan is a modification of“ Project D,.“ 
outlined by John T. Fetherston and Irwin 8. 
Osborn, experts employed by the commission. 
This projéct has been summarized in Tun 
TRIBUNE. Its estimated cost to the city is 
$3,513,000 and to the property owners direct 
$600,000. The annual municipal expense of 
operating this system was placed at $1,936,000, 
This expense figure is based on the supposi- 
tion of the experts that the city would make 
an annual profit of $353,000 from the reduc- 
tion of garbage: while this year it is not 
anticipated that the city will make any profit. 
Commissionere McGann told the commis- 


sion he doubted whether or not the council 
will be able to finance the project. 

“We certainly will have to issue bonds,” 
added Ald. Cullerton. 

The plan contemplates the city shall pur- 
chase the land immediately north of the 
present reduction plant at Thirty-ninth and 
Iron streets. On this will be located a new 
reduction plant costing $1,000,000, also an 
incinerating plant costing $35,000. To this 
plant all the garbage will be taken, except 
that from the Eighth and Ninth wards. In 
those two districts there will be no separa- 
tion of wastes. All will be hauled to a high 
temperature incinerating plant at Ninety- 
fifth street and Stony Island avenue. Ip 
other parts of Chicago there will be three 
separations—the garbage will go into one 
can, the ashes into another, and the rubbish 
in a third. . 

The city will be divided into fourteen col- 
lection districts, with a loading station in 
each, “from which the material collected 
in the tributary district shall be transferred 
to place of final disposition by trolley, barge, 
auto truck, or tractor and wagon service.” 

The present barge loading stations on the 
river at Chicago avenue and Oakley avenue 
are to be retained. Additional stations are 
to be established at Irving Park boulevard, 
Goose island, Eighteenth and Lumber streets, 
and Kedzie avenue and the drainage canal.

‘ers several royalties, including the Duchess 
‘of Teck, the Duchess of Fife, the Princesses 
Teck, Christian, and Royal, and still fur- 
ther investigation showed immunity pay- 
iments made in the name of Prince of Wales.

: Gives Up Plan to Prosecute. 
When the royal names were found on the 
list the government had to give up the idea 
of prosecutions of subscribers and is now 
considering prosecutions of the militants for 
biackmail. The royal and noble subscribers, 
however, seem unwilling to be complainants 
and witnesses, and without their aid nothing 
can be done. 

Of course, many of the subscribers are 
strong supporters of militancy, but they also 
are safe, as the government cannot prosecute 
them and refrain from prosecuting the oth- 
ers. So the militants seem to have scored 
on the government again. 

The first of the two state balls arranged 
for this season took place at Buckingham 
palace last night. A thousand guests were 
present. The elaborate precautions taken by 
the police and officers of the royal household 
were sufficient to prevent any untoward inci- 
dent such as that which marred the recent 
court function. 

Never before have guests of the king and 

queen been subjected to such scrutiny and 
‘never has so large a force of police surround- 
ed the palace. ö 


Sharp Comment by Bernard Shaw.

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GOVERNMENT WILL CRUSH 
GENERAL STRIKE IN ITALY. 


Premier’s Statement Causes Riot in 
Chamber of Deputies, Forcing Ad- 
journment of Session, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, June 9.—The rioting and disorders 
throughout the country in consequence of 
the killing of two Socialists by the police 
at Ancona last Sunday were the subject of 
a violent discussion in the chamber of depu- 
tles today. 

Premier Salandra told the chamber that 
the government was determined to suppress 
the rioting at Ancona and elsewhere, which 
he said was rapidly degenerating into a re- 
volt. 

This statement aroused the anger of the 
Republican and Socialist members, and they 
made bitter attacks on the premier. They 
also threatened that if the government took 
arbitrary measures there would be reprisals 
from the Socialists. This caused an uproar 
which became so violent that the president 
was obliged to adjourn the session. 

Rome is patrolled by troops and all public 
buildings are guarded. During the day 170 
armed rioters were arrested in the city.

EX-CHICAGOAN DIES IN PARIS. 


Charles Singer Once Was Figure of 
Prominence on the Board of 
Trade, 


Charles Singer, once a figure of prominence 
on the board of trade, died of paralysis in 
Paris on Monday night. He had lived in 
France much of the time since his retirement 
from business fourteen years ago. Miss 
Hazel Singer, his daughter, married Prince 
John Ghika of Roumania in Paris in 1901. 

The news of Mr. Singer’s death brought 
many reminiscences about the board of 
trade, where he had been a power. He was 
recalled as the man who engineered the 
long-to-be-remembered Armour corner in 
wheat in 1878. In those days he was known 
as one of the Big Four and his name was 
mentioned in connection with Norman B.

ROOSEVELT DINES WITH KING 


Wedding Party Guests of Alfonso 
at La Granja. 


CIVIL CEREMONY TODAY. 


Plans Complete for Nuptial Knot of 
Kermit and Miss Willard. 


MADRID, June 9.—King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria were the hosts of ex-Presi- 
dem Roosevelt today at a luncheon at their 
summer pelace at La Granja, forty miles 
from Madrid. ; 

Col. Roosevelt and hig party, which in- 
cluded Ambassador Willard, Mrs. Nicholas 
Longworth, Kermit Roosevelt and his flan- 
cée, Miss Belle Willard, and Capt. Norton 
B. Wood, military attaché, proceeded to the 
palace in automobiles. There were many 
titled persons also at the luncheon. 

On his return the colonel declared in 
his characteristic manner that he had had a 
bully time. 

The Spanish king and the ex-presidemt are 
old acquaintances, having met for the first 
time at the funeral of King Edward VII. 
in London, and the colonel is an admirer of 
King Alfonso'’s democratic ways. 


Discuss Spanish History. 

During the three hours they spent together 
they found much time for a discussion of 
Spanish history, of which the colonel has 
been a close student. 

The famous fountalns in the gardens of La 
Granja were a source of delight, no lessthan 
a drive around the historic environs, and 
time was found for a visit to the Escortal 
monastery, which dates back to the six- 
teenth century. 

Col. Roosevelt will continue his sightsee- 
ing tomorrow, and is planning a trip to To- 
ledo. To the question of a Spanieh newspa- 
per man, How do you like our king?“ the 
colonel made a tactful but unilluminating 
reply. He referred to Spain in fattering 
terms, and declared that the Spanish lan- 
guage would eventually supplant French in 
common usage on account of the develop- 
ment of South America. 


Wedding Plans Complete. 

The premier, Eduardo Dato, the minister 
of foreign affairs, Marquis de Lema, and 
the governor of Madrid left cards for Colonel 
Roosevelt at the American embassy. 

Preparations for the wedding of Kermit 
Roosevelt and Miss Willard have been com- 
pleted. The formal witnesses of the civil 
ceremony tomorrow will be the Duke of Alba 
and Sefior Osmay Scull.. The witnesses at 
the religious ceremony will be Colonel Roose- 
velt and Ambassador Willard. 

There was a family dinner tonight at the 
embassy, which is still guarded, as a matter 
of precaution.

McCutcheon Tells How ‘Bring- 
ing In the Refugees’ Breaks 
Monotony. 


RAIL TRIP UNIQUE ONE. 


Yankee Officers and Reporters 
“Regular Commuters“ to 
the Gap. 


BY JOHN T. M’CUTCHEON. 

Vera Cruz, May 24.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Every morning at 8 o’clock and every 
afternoon at 3 a train leaves the terminal 
station in Vera Cruz and steams slowly out 
of town in the direction of Mexico City. It 
carries a couple of Pullman cars and some 
day coaches and freight cars; also an Amer!i- 
ean train crew and an alert American army 
officer who acts as a sort of master of cere- 
monies during the journey. 

On the train may usually be seen a number 
of army, navy, and marine officers, some en- 
gaged in the performance of duty, but the 
most of them going out to gratify a desire 
to experience a unique railroad trip under 
most unusual conditions. Others on the 
train will be newspaper men, Mexicans, and 
people of other nationalities bound for Mexi- 
co City and other points in the interior, and 
men and women who are going out to meet 
friends or relatives who are coming to safety 
from Mexico City and the interior. 

In the morning it is now very hot in Vera 
Crus and the vicinity, but in the afternoon a 
weicome and never failing sea breeze springs 
up and spreads its grateful coolness across 
the torrid lowlands of the coast. 


Expects to Meet Consul Silliman. 

I went out in sme morning last week in 
the expectation that Mr. Silliman, the 
American consul at Saltillo, might be com- 
ing down from Mexico City with a story 
for which the world was waiting with much 
interest. 

There was the usual crowd on board, news- 
paper men, officers, travelers, and many 
other kinds of folks. The train was nearly 
full. Alongside, as we moved slowly through 
the country, was the unfolding scenery of 
the lowlands, a few cultivated fields, a few 
herds of grazing cattle, and a profusion 
of tropical growth. As scenery, it was not 
above or below par, but as a railroad trip, 
under strange conditions, the ride out was 
worth all the tribute of heat and perspira- 
tion that it exacted. 


All Off at Tembladeras. 

About three miles out the train diverged 
from the narrow gauge road that goes to 
El Tejar and continued on for a couple of 
miles on its broad gauge way toward Mex- 
ico City. Then it stopped and we all piled 
off. We were at Tembladeras. 

A considerable crowd was congregated 
along the track and there were piles of 
trunks and baskets and bags heaped up 
wa’ -g for our train from Vera Cruz. It 
wa: ‘hostile’ territory—that is, we were 
within the territory of Huerta’s men and 
several of them were in evidence along the 
track. They were not an impressive group, 
but their rifies and cartridge belts gave 
evidence that they were real sure enough 
poldiers. 


Track Torn Up for Five Miles. 

Ahead of us, toward Mexico City, there is 
a stretch of seven kilometers—nearly five 
miles—in which the roadbed has been torn 
up by the Mexicans. Across this gap all 
passengers and baggage to and from Mexico 
City must be transported by carts or other 
primitive means of transport. It is a long 
and very torrid stretch, and a trying one 
for many of the refugees who arrive from 
from the interior. During the last few days 
the Mexicans have repaired the railroad for 
three and a half kilometers, so that the 
ordeal of transfer is reduced one-half. 

A regular system of transfer has been or- 
ganized by the Mexicans and somebody must 
be making a lot of money these days. The 
rate of passage on horseback is $2 per per- 
son, which is the same that is charged for 
a seat in a wagon. Ten dollars is charged 
for the transportation of a trunk across the 


> gap, and two dollars for a dress suit case.

is always in evidence. 

In the earlier days, a couple of weeks ago, 
the number of Americans arriving from the 
capital was considerable, but now the num- 
ber is greatly reduced. Twenty or thirty 
Americans, often with women and children, 
arrive on each train, and every man has 
his story to tell. Also there are many Euro- 
peans and Mexicans who are passing back 
and forth from the capital. 


Refugees Have Hard Road to Travel. 

On the day that I went up to Tembladeros 
there were about twenty Americans waiting 
for our train at the gap. They all looked 
tired and hot and dirty, for the ride had 
been a dusty one and the usual comforts of 
travel were lacking. Those who had come 
through Mexico City reported the capital as 
being quiet, but that there was an undercur- 
rent of revolt against Huerta. 

The stories of Constitutionalist victories 
were unvarying. Everywhere the rebels 
were beating down the Federal resistance, 
and city after city was yielding to the Car- 
ranzistas. Some Guadalajara men reported 
that the rebels were within an hour of that 
city and that it would surely fall in a short 
time. Americans from Queretaro predicted 
that the rebels would soon take that city. 

From many points in the interior Ameri- 
cans were abandoning their properties and 
were getting their wives and children to 
safety in Vera Cruz. Many were leaving 
the fruits of years of labor to the uncertain 
mercies of the gods of war. 


Many Americans Are Going Back. 

The trend of American travel across the 
gap in the railroad is not altogether in one 
direction, however. There are many refu- 
gees who, having abandoned all to reach 
Vera Cruz, are now trying to get back to their 
properties. A number of Americans have 
procured permission for Gen. Funston to re- 
turn, but only after signing a paper releas- 
ing our country from any responsibility in 
case they suffer. It seems that they prefer 
taking chances rather than leave their prop- 
erty to the mercies of military vandalism. 
Over 8000 Americans remain in Mexico City 
and absolutely refuse to leave. If they suf- 
fer, the responsibility will be theirs, for they 
have all been given an opportunity to reach 
the safety zone at Vera Cruz. 


REBEL ARMS HELD UP BY U. S.: 
MOVE TO APPEASE MEDIATORS. 


Shipment of 45,000 Cartridges Halted 
at Galveston, but Munitions for 
Hamburg Are Not Stopped. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]—The 
first definite move by the United States to 
prevent shipments of arms from this coun- 
try to the Constitutionalists came today 
when Secretary of Commerce Redfield or- 
dered the collector of the port at Galveston 
to hold up 45,000 rounds of ammunition 
which was about to be transshipped from 
the Morgan liner El Sud to a vessel bound 
for Tampico. 

No explanation could be obtained here as 
to the authority under which Secretary 
Redfield acted. 

The action of the United States In the case 
of the El Sul indicates clearly that this gov- 
ernment is convinced that the time has come 
for radical action on its part toward ship- 
ments of war supplies, if the mediators at 
Niagara Falls are to be appeased and a 
peaceful adjustment of the Mexican situa- 
tion reached. 

The collector of Baltimore reported today 
that the Hamburg-American liner Arcadia 
had taken on board $10,000 worth of 
cartridges and was about to clear for Ham- 
burg. He asked for instructions, and the 
department of commerce ordered that this 
vessel be allowed to clear. 

The delay of the Constitutionalists in send- 
ing their reply to the Niagara Falls media- 
tors is causing much comment in Washing- 
ton.

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THE SHORT BALLOT, BUT WHEN? 
The election of State Auditor Brady by

“HIMMEL! IT’S AGAIN!” 

Mr. John H. Coyne's story of contribu- 
tions to the campaign fund of Mr. James J.

BABY IS HUNGRY. 

Mrs. L. D. S. writes: My baby is 10 weeks 

old. I have been giving her almost two cans 
of condensed milk a week. I put one heaping 
teaspoonful of milk in five and one-half 
ounces of water about every two hours dur- 
ing the day, and two and three times during 
the night. Is the quantity too great? And 
is it rich enough? She doesn’t seem to be 
growing and cries a good deal. Doyou think 
it would be better to give cow's milk? I 
haven't a decent place to keep a cow, living 
in @ parsonage. I have heard a good deal of 
‘barley water. Could you give a prescrip- 
tion for that? I should have stated that the 
baby doesn't seem to be satisfied with the 
amount of milk, as she acts as if she is hun- 
gry and cries when it is gone sometimes. 
REPLY. 

Your baby is hungry. ‘' She doesn’t seem to be 
growing and cries a great deal.“ Holt says that 
sweetened condensed milk for a child in the fourth 
month should be diluted with fourteen times its 
volume of water. This should be rapidly Increased 
in strength until the dilution is one to eight. Your 
dilution is very much weaker. Condensed milk is 
better than fresh milk unless you can get good milk 
and have ice with which to keep it cold. Barley 
water is usually made of pearl barley. Any clean 
barley will do. Put two tablespoonfuls of barley in 
a quart of water. Boil the mixture until only a pint 
remains. Add enough water to make a quart. Let 
this come to a boil. Strain, cool, keep covered and 
cook Add salt to season.

ARL RUSSELL is no stranger to the 
divorce court, in which he has just 
been cited to appear by his countess, 
who is appealing for the restitution of 
conjuga) rights, owing to his deser- 

tion, this being the preliminary step to her 
securing 4A dissolution of the marriage. For 
he made his debut there more than twenty 
years ago as defendant in a suit brought 
against him by his first wife, Mabel, daugh- 
ter of the notorious Lina, Lady Scott. 

The charges which the then Lady Russell 

brought against him, largely at the instiga- 

tion of her mother, were of so horrible a 

character and go totally unsupported by any 

evidence that the judge in giving the deci- 

sion against her denounced her in such a 

fashion from the bench as to destroy any 

social currency that she might until then 
have possessed, her presentation at court 
being privately canceled. Not long after- 
wards Lord Russell brought, in connection 
with these accusations, a suit against his 
mother-in-law, Lady Scott, for criminal libel 

and she was convicted and sentenced to a 

long term of imprisonment,

Some years later Lord Russell came to 
America, secured a decree of divorce from 
his first wife at Carson City, Nev., and was 
married a few days afterwards at Reno to 
Marian, or Mollie, the divorced wife of 
George John Somerville of Aberdeen and 
daughter of George Cook of Cumbernauld. 
This divorce was regarded as invalid by the 
English courts on the ground that the earl’s 
legal domicile in Nevada was not bona fide. 
In consequence thereof his first wife caused 
his prosecution on his return to England 
and his trial in the house ot lords for bigamy, 
that is to say, a felony. 

The earl was convicted and sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment. This term he served 
in Holloway jail. The conviction of a felony 
carries with it all sorts of civic disabilities in 
after life, and a man who has done time 
under ordinary circumstances can never 
hope to receive any elective office. It even 
interferes with a man’s practice at the bar. 
if he happen to be a member thereof, and 
to have escaped the customary disbarment 
on conviction. It does not, however, prevent 
a peer from occupying his seat in the house 
of lords and casting what may sometimes be 
a determining vote in matters of imperial 
importance and sitting in judgment on cases 
which have been carried to the house of lords 
as the highest tribunal of the realm. 80 for 
the nine or ten years following Lord Rus- 
sell’s conviction of bigamy the world was 
treated to the strange spectacle of his voting 
and speaking inthe house of lords, yet being 
barred from any county council and from the 
most ordinary forms of public office and

Union for Woman Suffrage running a candi- 
date on its own account, and the leaders of 
the movement were very much disheartened 
when s¢@ badly defeated. He has an Ameri- 
can wife, the daughter of R. Pearsall Smith 
of Philadelphia. Neither he nor his wife is 
on friendly terms with the earl. 

Lord Russell is the grandson and heir of the 
peer of that name who was prime minister 
of England at the time of the civil war in the 
United States, and a few years ago made in 
the house of lords the most amazing profes- 
sion of socialism ever heard in the upper 
house of the imperial legislature.

Arbuthnott of the Royal artillery, who makes 
his home at St. Maxime-sur-Mer, in the de- 
partment of Var, in France.

The Arbuthnott viscounty dates from 1641, 
when it was bestowed, along with the barony 
of Inverberbie, both of the peerage of Scot- 
land, upon Sir Robert Arbuthnott for his 
faithful services to the il] fated Charles I.

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Epidemie Leads to Resignation 
of Senior Physician. 


FORESTALLS A CIVIL TRIAL. 


Milk May Have Caused Illness of One 
Hundred Patients. 


The recent epidemic at the Oak Forest in- 
firmary has led to the resignation of Dr. 
Charles Eberlein, senior physician and one 
of “ Battling Pete Bartzen’s appointees. 

More than 100 patients in the tuberculosis 
ward became ill about May 9. The nurses 
telephoned Dr. Eberlein and requested him 
to come to the infirmary at once. 

Dr. Eberlein, however, prescribed an eme- 
tic over the telephone. When the nurses 
called a second time no one at Dr. Eberlein's 
residence answered the telephone. 

Superintendent James Mullenbach pre- 
pared charges against Dr. Eberlein to be filed 
with the civil service board. In the mean- 
time Dr. Eberlein requested the privilege of 
resigning. 

Physicians and bacteriologists who investi- 
ated the illness were unable to assign any 
specific cause. The milk supply was suspect- 
ed and the farms which supply milk to the in- 
firmary were inspected by the city health de- 
Partment. 

“The patients were taken Ill with what 18 
commonly known as summer complaint,“ 
Miss Alice Norton, dietitian at the infirmary, 
said. We suspected the milk supply and 
the dairy farmers have been instructed to see 
that conditions are right at the source.”

Judge Walker Acts in Case of Clinton 
Labor Editor Accused of Murder— 
Venue Change Sought. 


Carl Person, the labor editor, who faces 
trial for murder in Clinton, III., anda federal 
indictment in Springfield, gained his liberty 
last nut on bail. Judge Charles M. Walker 
in the Circuit court accepted $120,000 worth of 
sureties pledged by Mrs. Jane Comerford 
and Frank Shindberg for the required $12,000 
bond. 

The proceeding has been closely followed

HINT AT IMPEACHMENT. 


Contempt Proceedings Also 


Planned in the Mary A. 
Sellers Case. 


New sources of attack on James J. 
Brady, telegrapher-bartender-auditor of the 
state of Illinois, developed yesterday, with 
the possibility of court actions said to open 
the way for impeachment proceedings. 

Action impends on these developments: 

Contempt proceedings in the Circuit 
court and the state Supreme court are 
threatened as a result of Brady’s alleged 
failure to follow the courts’ instructions 
in the reinstation of Mary A. Sellers, a 
stenographer. 

Brady is revealed as a bankrupt for the 
last ten years by the records of the United 
States court. Some of bis several credi- 
tors are said to contempiate bringing him 
into court to question him on his assets 
gince his acquisition of a state office and 
a high salary. 

Had Many Creditors. 

Mr. Brady filed bankruptcy proceedings in 
the fall of 100i through Roman G. Lewis, his 
attorney. This action later was dismissed, 
and on Dec. 1, 1004, Brady, as attorney for 
himself, again filed a petition in voluntary 
bankruptcy. He listed a number of credi- 
tors, a majority of them loan agents. He 
named:

Got Injunction to Save Jobs. 

Brady was granted a temporaiy injunction 
against the collection of these debts on the 
allegaton that his creditors by impending 
attachments of his wages would imperil his 
job with the Western Union. 

The court rules require a depost of $35 with 
a petiton in bankruptcy to cover clerk ex- 
penses. The records show Brady paid $5 on 
Dec. 2, 1904, and made no furtner payment 
until Nov. 20, 1905. Eight days later he paid 
another $5 and petitioned the court fora 
discharge from bankruptcy. Twenty dollars 
of the deposit remained unpaid and Judge 
Kohisaat continued the case to Feb. 6, 1906. 
Brady did not appear and another postpone- 
ment was taken to Feb. 19. Then the court 


“entered a rule requiring Brady to pay by 


March 26. Brady failed to pay, and the case, 
No. 11375, was passed indefinitely. There 
it stands today. 

Joseph M. Connery, as attorney for Miss 
Sellers, brought up the possibility of bring- 
ing Mr. Brady into the state Supreme court 
to explain his action in relation to the de- 
cree reinstating the girl. 

Brady refused to pay the salary due her 
from December and assigned her to Spring- 
field instead of Chicago, where her parents 
reside. 

Last fall Brady made application upon the 
eivfl service commission for a warrant clerk 
for his office. An examination was held and 
Franklin Mitchell of Chicago won first place. 
But Brady had appointed John J. Coffey, a 
political friend, and declared the position 
was not open to civil service appointees.

Ninety-first Convocation 
at Chicago University. 


ELF-POSSESSION, as the cardinal virtue 

of Americans was contrasted with 

the Germans’ slowness and frequent 

emotionalism by Prof. Kuno Francke of 

Harvard university, the orator at the 
ninety-first convocation exercises of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. The habitual self-control 
of Americans was assigned as the reason for 
uninterestingness and monotony in American 
life by Dr. Francke in his address on the “ Un- 
popularity of German Literature.” 

“The habitual self-mastery, the habitual 
regulation over one’s emotions of Americans 
reduce the number of opportunities for intel- 
lectual friction, suppress the individuality, 
and have the effect of impoverishing the inner 
life itself,” was the gist of the professor's 


criticism of speed in the American way of liv- 


ing. 

“The most fundamental difference between 
the German and American temper may be ex- 
pressed by the word ‘slowness,’” said Prof. 
Francke. “It may be said that slowness of 
movement and careful deliberateness are at 
the bottom of most things for which the Ger- 
mans have excelled. To be sure, the most re- 
cent developments of Germany, particularly in 
trade and industry, have come from an adoption 
of the American idea of quickness. The whole 
of German life today is thoroughly American 
in its desire for getting ahead, and for work- 
ing under high pressure, but this is a condition 
forced on Germany from without.” 

Six wundred and forty-three students received 
their degrees and associate bachelors’ titles at 
the exercises yesterday.

SOUTHAMPTON, Dung. June 9 -The first 
actual racing test between Shamrock IV. 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s new challenger for the 
America’s cup, and his older Shamrock took 
place today over a thirty mile course. 
Shamrock IV. finished 2:15, elapsed time, 
ahead of the other, but the difference by no 
means represents the full measure of the 
challenger’s superiority. 

While the wind held true, favoring both 
yachts equally, Shamrock IV. proved much 
the speedier craft, but, nearing the finish, 
when it had a long lead, the wind almost 
deserted it, while the older boat, still holding 
a good breeze, rapidly closed the gap. 


Light Breeze at Start. 

The course was from Hythe to Warner 
Lightship and return. At the start a light 
southeasterly breeze was blowing. It was 
a beat to the lightship, and in its windward 
work Shamrock IV., showed marked superi- 
ority over its rival, rounding the lightship 
with a lead of nine minutes and forty sec- 
onds. 

The return journey involved both running 
and reaching, in each of which the chal- 
lenger continued to increase its lead while 
holding a good wind, although its gain was 
not so great as in the windward work.

SUES MRS. JULIUS ROSENWALD 
FOR $1,826 AS UNPAID TAXES. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Case Al- 
leges Board of Review Was Deceived 
as to Personal Property Values. 


Suit for $1,826 back taxes on personal prop- 
erty against jirs. Julius Rosenwald was filed 
by Assistant State's Attorney Charles C. Case 
in the Municipal court yesterday. 

„Mrs. Rosenwald's personal property 
schedule includes $450,000 in stocks,” said 
Mr. Case. When her schedule was made 
out by the board of review a year ago she 
induced the board to reduce the tax on the 
stock to one-tenth its value. 

„ She was taxed on stock valued at $45,000 
when she should have been taxed on stock 
valued at $450,000. 

“This fact did not come out until two 
months ago, when the board issued a state- 
ment to the effect that Mrs. Rosenwald had 
been assessed on personal property in stocks 
valued at $45,000. 

„After full investigation I found that Mrs. 
Rosenwald should have been taxed on ten 
times that amount. I have positive proof 
that the stock she held at the time she was 
assessed amounted to $450,000 and that the 
board reduced it to one-tenth of that 
amount.“ 

Sidney Adler. Mrs. Rosenwald’s lawyer, 
last night declared he would have nothing to 
say about the suit until he had examined 
the papers Mr. Case has filed. The suit, he 
said, was not a surprise, because Mr. Case 
had announced his intention several weeks 


ago. 


IRISH VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT 
HELD NOT HOSTILE TO PARTY. 


John E. Redmond, Leader of National- 
ists, Predicts All of Following in 
Ireland Soon Will Be Enrolled. 


DUBLIN, June 9.—John E. Redmond, lead- 
er the Irish Nationalists, issued a state- 
ment tonight in which he emphatically de- 
nied reports that the Irish volunteer move- 
ment was hostile to the objects of the Irish 
party, and added:

TRADE SECRETS 


Business Men Urge All Sen- 
ators to Prevent Too Rigid 
an Inquiry. 


FEAR RIVALS WILL GAIN. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 9.— [Special. 
A strong protest has been filed with each 
senator by the business men of the country 
against authorizing the proposed interstate 
trade commission to exact from corpora- 
tions information concerning trade pro- 
cesses, profits from particular articles, names 
of customers, and other commercial secrets. 

The fear of business men generally that the 
establishment of a trade commission with 
unlimited powers, as proposed by the Demo- 
crats, would produce a business inquisi- 
tion,” is reflected in this communication 
which has been sent to the members of the 
senate by the national chamber of com- 
merce, representing more than 600 organi- 
gations of merchants and producers. 


Vote on Seven Questions. 

The referendum consisted of seven ques- 
tions relating to the principles involved in the 
proposed interstate trade commission. By 
the vote recorded the national chamber 
stands: 

(1) For an interstate trade commission of 
at least five members, not more than a mere 
majority of whom shall be of the same politi- 
cal party. 

(2) For the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission, in conducting investigations, to 
extend to all corporations engaged in inter- 
state or foreign commerce except such as are 
amenable to the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

(83) For the cemmission to require annual 
reports at the outset from the larger corpo- 
rations and from such other classes of cor- 
porations Ru the commission may determine. 

(4) For the exemption of corporations 
from disclosing trade processes, shop costs, 
classification of sales, and profits among par- 
ticular articles, the names of customers, or 
other private information, to the commis- 
sion. 

(5) For the publication of facts obtained 
by the commission to be confined to matters 


of public concern, 


Some Urge Advisory Powers, 

The special committee of the national 
chamber which prepared the referendum 
recommended that the interstate trade com- 
mission should not now be given authority 
to advise applicants concerning the legality 
of proposed contracts, combinations, etc., 
under the Sherman act.” 

By the vote cast, which was 804 in favor 
and 307 against, the attitude of the national 
chamber i not determined on this question. 
The vote indicates, however, that there isa 
desire for the commission to have advisory 
powers. 


EUROPEANS TIRE OF TANGO; 
ASK YANKEE AID TO TAME IT. 
Indications at Cleveland Convention 


Are That Hesitation, Too, Will Be 
Made Over. 


Cleveland, O., June 9.—[Special.]—Danc- 
ing teachers of Europe are tired of the tango 
and the hesitation. Communications from 
the National Dancing Masters’ association 
of France and Germany were made public 
here today at the sessions of the United 
States Dancing Masters’ convention, asking 
the American teachers to codperate in tam- 
ing down the new dances and standardizing 
the dance steps. 

A committee of American dancing masters 
will attend the international convention 
abroad and give this assistance. American 
teachers disapprove of the tango, but are 
split on the hesitation and dips. 

More than 150 new dance steps have been 
proposed to the dancing masters and they 
finally will be weeded out until probably only 
a dozen are left.

Chicago Business Men See Danger 
in Clayton and Cummins 
Plans of Reform. 


SPECIAL MEETING Is CALLED 


Chicago business men, always vigorously 
Opposed to the Clayton trust regulation bill, 
are either laughing or swearing at the amend- 
ment which Senator Cummins of Iowa prom- 
ises to introduce, and which is even more 
damaging to all classes of business, they say, 
than the original draft. 


Democratic majority in ¢ongress to adopt 
freak legislation, the Chicago Association of 
Commerce will meet on Friday to endeavor 
to have the Chicago bill” brought before 
the full senate for consideration. Chicago 
men of affairs declare it to be the most sen- 
sible measure presented, 

A delegation recently took the bill to Wash- 
ington, but the best they could do with it was 
to get it read before the Newlands committee. 


H. B. Riley Against Clayton Bill, 

Harrison B. Riley, president of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, picked many flaws 
in the Clayton bill and the Cummins amend- 
ment yesterday. 

My objection to trade commission bills is 
that they inevitably lead to price regula- 
tlon, Mr. Riley said. Also it is the cheap- 
est way for politicians to gain notoriety. 
When prices are regulated competition is de- 
stroyed. The railroads are examples. The 
interstate commerce commission went along 
nicely at first and then it began to annex 
power until it governed all railroad opera- 
tions. Consequently, railroads now are com- 
pelled to live from hand to mouth, financially 
speaking. 

„While the Clayton bill does not attempt, 
outwardly, to regulate prices, it isan opening 
wedge and intended to cover that point.” 

„My principal objection,” he continued, 
„u to the provision forbidding discrimination 
in price between purchasers of commodities 
in the same or different sections. Why the 
Democrats want to destroy the business of 
competition is not understendable. 


Price Cutting Essential to Trade. 

„No business house can invade established 
territory without price cutting. Itisthe very 
essence of competition to take trade away 
from a competitor and thus injure him. No 
steel] man could hope to break in on an estab- 
lished trade of the Steel corporation without 
cutting prices, because there would be no in- 
ducement for customers to change. 

‘Bargain sales and sales of specialties 
have always been used to attract buyers. 
The enforcement of this law will work the 
greatest hardship on new concerns attempt- 
ing to follow out the competitive idea. 

“The provisions of the law relating to 
labor unions, including anti-injunction fea- 
tures, are but legalizing insurrection and 
making defiance of the law easy. 

“This whole legislation proceeds on the 
theory that all corporate business is dishon- 
est. If this were true the remedy is easy; 
abolish the trusts. But if there is nogreater 
percentage of rascals in business than there 
is in politics or the professions, then such 
sweeping, destructive and regulatory legis- 
lation is no more justified in respect to busi- 
ness than it would be in respect to politics or 
the professions. 

It strikes me that the bill is designed to 
eliminate new enterprises and to take from 
business life brains and initiative.” 


WILSON ADMITS DOUBT. 

A letter from President Woodrow Wilson, 
in which he admits a certain provision of the 
Clayton anti-trust bill is debatable, has been 
received by D. E. Felt, president of the Felt 
& Tarrant Manufacturing company of Chl- 
cago. Mr. Felt was one of the four dele- 
gates of the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion who appeared before President Wilson 
on May 28 and argued against the passage of 
the Clayton bill. 

President Wilson, in his letter, assumes a 
slightly different attitude than when he an- 
nounced to the delegation that the “ busi- 
ness depression was purely psychological 
and that he intended to stand firm for the 
passage of all three measures. 


Objects to Clayton Bill. 

Before he left Washington Mr. Felt wrote 
the president a letter in which he said he 
had no objection to the passage of the 
Covington and Newlands bills, but that there 
were certain features in the Clayton bill, 
especially the section 2238 a firm from 
granting exclusive agencies the right to han- 
dle their product, were not for the best 
interests of business. Ie pointed out that this 
section would greatly restrict budding com- 
petition. 

President Wilson's reply follows: 

My Dear Sir: I thank you sincerely 
for your letter of 30. I agree with 
you that the provision in the Clayton 
bill with regard to exclusive agencies is 
the most debatable part of it, but I be- 
Heve that we can find a way of dealing 
with that matter which will be free from 
the objections you suggest. I do not see 
that there is any ther part of the bill 
which could afford nopoly an advan- 
tage. On the cont , the rest of the 
bill is built along Lines expressly laid

COUNTY NURSING 


Women of Training School, 
Denied Payment by Hoyne, 
Issue Appeal to the 
Public for Funds. 


IN NAME OF HUMANITY. 


Managers Fear Result of Having 
Service to Poor Supplied 
with Idea of Profit 
Foremost. 


We beg of you, good citizens, every 
man and woman with a heart and a 
conscience, to give of your means — be 
they large or small io help us lift our 
burden, in the name of a common hu- 
manity and the sick poor whom we 
seek to serve. 


| The Illinois Training School for Nurses 
has issued an appeal to the public, of which 
the above is an excerpt, for funds with which 
to continue the nursing service at the county 
hospital. The county board is withholding 
payments to the school on the advice of 
State’s Attorney Hoyne. Hig reason is a 
legal technicality. 

The public already has paid the money in 
taxes for this nursing. It has been appro- 
pri the cash is in the treasury, and the 
nursing service has been given. 

The need of the service ig admitted arid its 
quantity and quality have not been ques 
tioned. The county accepted it and knew 
that it was getting it at the time. Yet the 
Democratic majority controlled by the 
state's attorney has failed to pay or indicate 
that it intended to pay for the full amount 
of the service already received. 


Substance of the Appeal. 

In its appeal the school summarizes its 
history and the trouble it has had with the 
present county commissioners. 

“On May 4 last,” reads the appeal, the 
board of county commissioners, upon the ad- 
vice of the states attorney that the legality 
of payments since Dec. 1 was doubtful, with- 
held further payments from the Illinois 
Training school until a new contract could 
be made. 

When it became evident in the course of 
the negotiations that if the school was forced 
to retire from the county hospital for lack 
of funds its place would be taken by those 
who sought to make a personal profit from 
the care of the sick and afflicted, the school, 
for the sake of humanity, entered into a con- 
tract with the county board, dated May 19 
and running to Dec. 1, 1914. 


Contract Not Dated Back. 

“ But this contract was not dated back to 
Dec. 1, as always had been done previously, 
and it contained no provision for the pay- 
ment of the balance due the school for the 
services given prior to May 19, computed at 
the contract rate and amounting to $19,700. 
This sum the school has paid out for salaries 
and living expenses of nurses actually on 
duty in the hospital. To make these pay- 
ments the school has been obliged to borrow 
a large part of the $19,700. 

At the meeting of the county board or. 
May 19 the finance committee recommended 
the payment of $11,300 to the school—the bal- 
ance that would have been due for services 
had the old (1913) contract remained in force 
—but disallowed the further $8,400 of the 
amount actually paid out for nursing serv- 
ices. An amendment was offered to pay the 
school $19,700 in full, but both amendment 
and original motion were lost and the school 
was paid nothing. 


Legal and Morally Just. 

“This was done with the full knowledge 
on every one’s part that the school had given 
the service and paid the money, and had no 
other resources from which to meet such a 
loss. That the payment in full is entirely 
legal the school is amply assured. That it 
ls morally just there can be no possible 
doubt. The money is in the country treasury 
and was appropriated for the specific pur- 
pose of nursing at the county hospital. 

We, the board of managers of the Illinois 
Training school, have repeatedly urged our 
claim for payment, backed by legal opinions, 
before the finance committee of the county 
board, to the state’s attorney, and to the 
board of commissioners as a whole, 

“We believe the people wish the sick and 
unfortunate dependents of Cook county to 
have the best care that it is possible for 
nurses to give them. We feel certain the 
idea of any one making a profit out of misery 
and affliction is abhorrent to all right-minded 
citizens. Therefore we have continued our 
service in the hospital. We pledge ourselves 
to maintain the pure ideals and high stand- 
ards of service upon which the school was 
founded.” ~

Underwood Will Urge Special 
Rule to Permit Debate on 
Proposed Amendment, 


OTHERS PROTEST IN VAIN 


House Leader Also May Seek to 
Get Early Action on Movement 


for Equal Suffrage. 


SOME QUESTION HIS MOTIVE 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.J— 
Politicians of all parties were excited tonight 
by the intelligence that the Democratic lead- 
ers in the house are preparing to bring an 
immediate vote on Representative Hobson's 
proposed amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion providing for national prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. 

It was that Representative Un- 
derwood, the majority leader in the house, 
will go before the rules committee tomorrow 
and ask that body to report a special rule 
under which the pending amendment may be 
debated and disposed of. 

Mr. Underwood also favors a vote on the 
woman suffrage constitutional amendment 
at this session, although he is opposed to the 
measure and he may include this subject in 
the request for special rules. He said to- 
night that he regards it unwise for the Demo- 
cratic party to dodge either of these issues 
on the eve of the congressional election next 
November. 


Conflicting Reports on Motives, 

Conflicting reports are current corncern- 
ing the motives of the Democratic leaders in 
seeking a vote on the liquor iasue, which a 
majority of the members of the house hoped 
was safely buried until after the congres- 
sional election. About the only motive not 
attributable to the Democratic generals is 
the desire to have the house adopt the reso- 
lution carrying the proposed amendment. 

According to one story, the move is to be 
made on behalf of the liquor interests, the 
representatives of which are confident that 
the amendment will be overwhelmingly de- 
feated if it should come before the house. 

According to another story the inove is 
purely a political one. It is répresented as a 
part of a plan to eliminate the liquor question 
from the 1916 preside tial campaign. The 
theory is that if the amendment resolution 
should be passed by congress and sent to 
the legislatures for ratification, the question 
would become a state instead of a national 
issue. 

If the resolution should be defeated, accord- 
ing to this theory ue might be embar- 
Tassing in the hing congressional 
campaign, but th: d sink into the back- 
ground for several years. 


Many Opposed to Action. 

When it become known that the plan to 
bring up the prohibition measure was afoot 
there was a rush of house members to the 
office of Mr. Underwood. Democfats seek- 
ing to avoid embarrassments in their cam- 
paign for reélection next fall, Democrats who 
flaunt their courage in the face of every other 
issue, but blanch at the mention of the l- 
quor question, eagerly inquired whether it 
possibly could be true that the majority 
leader intends to force a vote on a matter 
that politicians refuse to discuss above @ 
whisper. 

Mr. Underwood admitted to these callers 
that such is his intention if the rules commit- 
tee assents to his proposal. According to. 
some of the members who talked with him, 
Mr. Underwood said that he was not taking 
the step because of his personal views but 
because President Wilson desires a vote on 
the prohibition measure at this session. 

One member quoted Mr. Underwood as say- 
ing that the president wants the amendment 
defeated in the house. Prohibition friends of 
the president denounced this as a misrepre~ 
sentation. They contend that the president 
has taken no hand in the matter. The story 
that Mr. Underwood is acting on behalf of the 
president was characterized as an attempt 
to shield the fact that the liquor interests are 
behin@ the plan to force a vote at this time, 


Underwood Denies Hidden Motive. 

Mr. Underwood denied that he is actuated 
by any motive save that of seeking an early 
decision of the question in the house in a- 
cordance with his campaign promises. He 
was strongly urged by Democratic members 
to abandon his intention of appearing before 
the rules committee tomorrow and these ap- 
peals will be renewed before the committees 
meets in the morning. The maortty leader 
sad. however, that he does not expect to 
change his mind. 

The rules committee will be urged to report 
a special rule for the consideration of the 
proposed constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for the enfranchisement of women. Many 
Democrats believe that if the prohibition is- 
gue 0 to be faced they might as well include 
suffrage and make one bite of the choke 
cherry. 

It hae been decided that the committee will 
report a special rule under which the house 
will page the five administration conserva- 
tion measures. Representative Moon will 
ask for another rule for the consideration 
of the railway mail pay bill recommended by 
Postmaster General Burleson.

James F. Meagher, president of the Peo- 


ples Gas, Light, and Coke company, yester- 
Gay spent a few minutes with the city coun- 


cil committee on judiciary. It was a lively 


few minutes. 


at the invitation of the committee he was 


present when the meeting was called to order, 
but left the room for a short ime. 
“I’m sorry you were not present,“ said 


Chairman Kerner when he returned, but 
we have just recommended for passage an 


ordinance requiring the gas company to L 
stall shutoffs on all buildings except resi- 
dences containing three apartments or lees. 
The committee has acted, but if you think 
you can convince it it has not acted correctly 
you have the floor.“ 


“No Chance to Convince.” 

I don’t think fora minute 1 could convince 
the committee,” said Mr. Meagher. 

“ Maybe,” suggested Ald. John Powers, 
vou think it would be easier to convince the 
courts the ordinance is void.“ 

That's true,” was the answer, “ for you 
might just as well pass an ordinance requir- 
ing us to furnish gas stoves for all our con- 
sumers,"’ 

Leon Hornstein, assistant corporation 
counsel, asked what the company’s conten 
tion was concerning the ownership of service 
Pipes running from mains into buildings. 

Lou brought me in here to tell me you 
had sentenced me to death,” said Mr. 
Meagher, “ and now you ask me how I'm go- 
ing to get out of it. I shall get out of it. I 
assure you. That's all I have to say. Thank 
you, gentlemen. Good day.“ 

Meagher’s attitude increased the doubt Mr. 
Hornstein Previously had expressed concern- 
ing the city's powers if the shutoffs are to be 
attached to the pipes inside lot lines as pro- 
vided by the ordinance. He asked time to 
redraft the ordinance in conformity with the 
committee’s suggestion that the company 
have until July 1, 1915, to install the devices. 
They may be either manual or automatic. 


Favor to “Sparkler” Dealers. 

On the motion of Ald. John Coughlin, who 
pleaded that dealers have loaded up with 
“ sparklers,’’ Chairman Kerner was instruct- 
ed not to call up until after July 4 the ordi- 
nance prohibiting that form of pyrotechnic 
display. The ordinance was urged by the 
bureau: of fire prevention, but it was said one 
jobber had $40,000 worth of the wares on his 
hands. 


Bottle Ordinance Delayed. 

The committee indicated its intention to 
Place on file AK. Henry Utpatel’s-ordinance 
which would excuse milk bottlers from hav- 
ing their names molded in the glass if they 
appeared on the bottle caps. Ald . 0. 
Nance charged such action would permit one 
dealer to use another's bottles that it would 
encourage the sale and theft of dottles, and 
that it would reduce the protection to the 
public assured by the present ordinance. 
Action was deferred until Utpatel could be 
heard.

On one cargo the sellers paid 
a penalty of 5 cents ber bushel on aceount of 
their inability to deliver the corn as agreed 
upon. 

The cargo due to arrive at Montreal in a 
few days has been sold to New England 
points, netting the Purchasers a profit of 
5@6 cents per bushel. 

Seaboard Prices for corn have been affected 
by the Argentine offerings. and it is claimed 
that whenever the seaboard price is 4 cents 
below Chicago parity there would be nothing 


unusual in shipping the corn by water to 
Chicago. .

NEW YORK, June 9.—([Special.]—After its vio- 
lent, if brief, display of strength the stock mar- 
ket went ‘‘ dead ’’ again today, the advance leav- 
ing off practically at the high level of Monday. 
One or two leading stocks, including Steel and 
Erie. did a little better than the top of the day be- 
fore, but the gains were too small to be significant. 

There is an axiom that a dull market is a na- 
tural market, because dullness is the one condition 
which cannot be brought about by artificial means. 
The narrowness of the present market is sufficient 
proof that there is no big speculative position open 
on either side of the account and that there is no 
prospect of any until the present deadlock is broken. 

Attempts to buy the market up and sell it down 
have been made lately, but they have not been par- 
ticularly successful from a pecuniary point of view.
